Two LACOMBE BOYS | 
MEET TRAGIC DEATHS 


Collin Caldwell and Dr. Wm. D.” 
Morris, former Lacombe Boys 
Killed In Plane Crash 


MONTREAIL, June 21--Captain the 
Hon. J. C. Jervis, M.C., 32, elder 
son of Lord St. Vincent, and former 
aide de camp to the Governor General 
of Canada, and two companions, were 
instantly killed when a. seaplane 
crashed in the St. Lawrence River 
yesterday afternoon between ° Point 
St. Charles and Nun’s Islend. The 
other victims were Pilot C. 8S. Cald- 
well, of the Canadian Vickers, and 
Dr. Wm, D. Morris, 28, of Montreal. 

The plane was flying down the river 
at a very low altitude when it struck 
two high tension wires carrying 
elecetric power from the city to Nun’s 
Island. According to eye witnesses, 
there was a burst of flames just as 
the machine crashed into the water 
and turned over. Rescue parties were 
quickly on the scene but without the 
necessary facilities for getting at 
those imprisoned in the cabin of the 
plane. I was nearly two hours be- 
fore the first body, that »f Dr. Mor- 
1is, was taken out. Two hours later, 
the bedy of Oaptain Jervis was recov- 
ered, 

Dr. Morris came here two years 
ago from Victoria, where his parents 
reside. He was a graduate of the 
University of Alberta and McGill. 

Captain Jervis came to Canada in 
1926 as aide de camp to the Gover- 
nor General and after two years on 
Lord Willingdon’s stafif joined the 
Aero Staff of the Canadian Vickers, 
Limited, resigning his commission in 
the Rifle Brigade. He intended to re- 
main permanently in Canada. He 
is survived by his father, a younger 
brother and a married sister living 
in New York. 

Pilot Caldwell was among the best 
known flying men in Oanada, and 
was test pilot for the Canadian Vick- 
ers. 

The body of Pilot Caldwell 
not been discovered at a late hour 
last evening. It was known that 
only the three men were in the plane 
when it left the Canadian Vickers 
plant shortly after lunch, but it was 
believed possible that another pagsen- 
ger had been picked up along the 
river. , 

The machine was badly smashed in 
striking the water and sank almost 
immediately, but in a shallow part of 
the river. The floats remained part- 
ly protruding from the water, but 
later, broke loose and floated away. 
The first party to reach the wreck, 
@ boat containing employes on the 
farm of the Sisters of Notre Dame 
on Nun’s Island, tried to semash 
through the bottom of the cabin with 


had

oars, but could do little to release 
the imprisoned occupants until oth- 
ere arrived with equipment. 

The tragedy was witnessed by 
niuny people on the board walk at 
Vercun, and others in canoes’ and 
pleasure boats. They had seen the 
machine flying up the river from the 
direstion of Lachine, seeming to skim 
over the surface at a low. altitude. 
The p-ane seemed to be working. vro- 
pcviy and those in the cabin waved 
chec:y greetings to those on shore 
and in the.water. There was a bril- 
liant flash of flame that seemed to 
envelope the entire machine as_ it 
crashed into the high tension wires 
and the craft at once hurtled into 
the water, turning over and swiftly 
submenging. — 

Officials of the eae Vickers 
said the machine was completed in 
the company’s air craft shops in the 
company’s air craft shops only two 
days ago, and was being tested by 
Pilct Caldwell and Capt, Jervis. Dr. 
Morris, a friend of Capt. Jervis, had 
gone along for the outing. They 
had left the air port of the Vickers, 
plant at 10 o’clock in the morning 
and had returned for ‘unch, starting | 
off again soon after. The machine | 
had successfully passed preliminary 
tests, it was stated. 


COLIN 8S. CALDWELL

The news of the ‘iagic death of | 
Pilot Colin SS. Caldwell, 32, in the | 
seaplane crash ia the St. Lawrence | 
river on Thureday, came as a great 
shock .to the residents of this town, | 
where the flier was educated and was | 
so well known. 

He was the son of G. R. Caldwell | 
and Mrs. Oaldwell, who came to La- 
southern states, in 
1207, and later took up a farm at 
Lockha:!, 20 miles west of this town. 
After passing through the public and 
high schools here, Colin Caldwell took | 
a course in motor mechanics and 
enlisted in ithe air service in 1916. 

Following the war he was engaged | 
in commercial aviation, holding im- | 
portant positions with many promi- | 
nent eastern concerns, including Laur- 
entide and Canadian Vickers. He was 
test pilot for Vickers when he met 
his death. 

Pilot Caldwell is survived by his 
father and mother, the latter having 
left for a California trip a few days 
age; three sisters and one brother. On 
Nov. 29, 1928, he was married to Miss 
EXizabeth Newman, of Brille, N.J.
